Ineligible becam e they have not 
lived in the state a year. 
But a surprisingly large num- 
bar of families who are eligible 
hesitate to do so necause “—they 


h ea rd -” that if they don’t re­ 
pay the state a* a future date 
tht j w ill lot*, their homes, 
This tear 
ems from a pro- 
misory note they are asked to 
sign 
which 
would entitle the 
state to request reimbursement 
if they «re ever in a position 
I- 
do so. 
Actually, no action I* taken 
against those who do not repay 
the state — as long as some 
family 
dependent 
retains

house. However, the state does 
require satisfaction of a 
lien 


against the hous*> if the family 
tries to sell it. 
In soma instances this would 
appear to be a reasonable de­ 
mand since the state feels that 
if a house is sold at a profit 
the family should fulfill its ob* 
’’ tatiOf. to the state. 
But there is no provision in 
the 
regulations 
for immunity 
from this lien even if the fam­ 
ily is forced to sell its house at 
a loss.
